In an interview to the Daily 
Mr. Colemans disclosed that al- 
though he has had no previous 
connections with McGill, he has 
been intimate in the affairs of 
the University through long as- 
sociation with the late Sir Ed- 
ward Bcatty and various other 
persons connected with it. 
Holds Honorary Decrees 

Mr. Coleman holds honorary de- 
grees from the University ot Bish- 
op's CoUcg, of which he Is tlie 
Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee, and from the University of 
Manitoba, of which he was a past 
Chairman of the Board of Gover- 
nors. 

Was Newspaperman 
Entering the Business world in 
the newspaper profession, Mr. Cole- 
man became the editor of a news 
paper in Belleville. His first ai- 
sociatlon with Canadian PacUlc 
Bailways was as a secretary 44 
years ago. 

Active in many organizations, Mr, 
Coleman is a member of many dubs 
throughout Canada. His hobbles 
include fishing and reading, pos 
scssing an extensive library, he is 
noted for his collection ot Can- 
adians. 

\Vhcn asked how long he expect- 
ed the war to last. Mr. Coleman 
stated "We have really only begun 
to fight, Germany is not going to 
crack as it did In 1018. Wc arc fight 
ing a different enemy, an enemy 
imbibed with fanaticism." 

Mr. Coleman declined to comment 
on his election but indicated that 
he was \'ery honoured at the ap- 
pointment. 

Former McGiil students, Mr. 
Coleman's two sons, Rowan and 
James, have earned ■ distinction in 
their own rights. Major Rowan 
Coleman was awarded the M.C. for 
his fine leadership in Sicily, and is 
Qt present sccond-in-Command of 
the Princess Pats Canadian Light 
Infantry now in Italy. An Artsman 
at McGill, Rowan played English 
Rugby, and was one of the six men 
chosen by the C.O.T.C. to asumc 
commissions early in 1940. James 
"Jimmy" Coleman is a featured col- 
tunnist with the Toronto Globe and 
Mail, and while at McGill, he was 
■ctlve in the McGiU Dally. 

In October of this year, Mr. Cole- 
man received the rank of Knight 
of Grace In the Venerable Order of 
6t. John of Jerusalem from His Ex- 
cellency the Earl of Athlone, 
Governor-General of Canada and 
Commander of the Order, in rccog 
nition-of his services to the cause 
of first aid In Canada.

At Western 

Student's Status 
Reviewed by

London, Ont., Dec. 9— (C.U. 
P.) — In an exclusive interview 
with reporters of the Gazette, 
student newspaper of the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario, 
Quentin Reynolds, world-famous 
"on-the-scene" war correspon- 
dent and author, said that he 
considered the Canadian Gov* 
ernmcnt's wartime policy of al- 
lowing competent university stu- 
dents to continue in their courses 
"the best jn the world." "What 
could be' better?" he added 
"What could give a greater 
head-start?" 

Earlier in the evening at a special 
convocation held In the Technical 
School auditorium, an honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws was con- 
ferred by the University of West- 
ern Ontario on the noted news- 
paperman.

Student War Worries Discussed; 
McGill Remains Cosmopolitan 



In the anniial report to the Gov- 
ernor-General Dr. James touched 
on student iSroblems in time of war. 
He referred to the student body's 
attitude In regard to military train- 
ing, which has become more and 
more resentful of the monotony of 
the present syllabusi and the atti- 
tude of the army authorities to- 
wards the whole scheme. 

The syllabus now in effect Is not 
sufficiently progressive, especially 
when it is remembered that uni- 
versity undergraduates are, on the 
average, more intelligent than other 
groups of young men and the fact 
that the Department of National 
Defence does not give any credit 
for this military training when the 
student actually enters the army 
has tended to create the impression 
that It is a waste of time. If, on his 
enlistment a student who has had 
three or four years of training is 
placed in the same category as 
other recruits who have had no 
military training whatever, it is 
hard for him to think that military 
training at universities serves any 
useful purpose.

Tells of New 
Developments 
K Plastics 



Yesterdây. afternoon , -Mr. A. E. 
Byrne, a^plutlc expert of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, addressed 
the McGlU Chapter of the A.I.ChiE., 
on some of the recent developments 
in the technology of .plastics. The 
lecture was illustrated with slides 
and numerous samples of ^the .var- 
ious substances under coiutderaUon. 
• Mr. Byrnes restricted his lec- 
ture mainly to the uses and modes 
of fabrication of the many types of 
plastics now in use. He showed 
that there were a very large num- 
ber of plastics available, and that 
their properties could be designed 
to meet the use for which they 
were required, to cover almost any 
set of conditions, and that their 
components: carbon, hydrogen, 
oxygen, nitrogen, and'chlorlne were 
widely distributed over the earth, 
so that shortages ot these materials 
is Inconceivable. 

He concluded by saying that he 
did not believe that plastics would 
replace m<»re conventional mate- 
rials, but that they would rather 
supplement the ordinary materials 
now in use, only replacing them 
when the properties of the plastic 
would make it particularly suitable 
fw the Job on hand. " 



Universities and the Director of the 
National Selective Service give 
grounds for the hope that this un- 
satisfactory situation may be re- 
medied during the session that lies 
ahead of us, but during the past 
session the University Air Train- 
ing Corps and the newly-created 
University Naval Training Division 
have proved more attractive than 
the C.O.T.C. to many of the more 
enterprising students.

Dr. Francis Donates Book 
To Notre Dame College 

Dr. W. W. Francis, of the 
McGill Medical Library, has 
V donated an original, illumin- 
ated Catholic book to the Lib- 
rary of Notre Dame College. 
This book, which is still in its 
original vellum binding, deals 
with tho llturgcal Order for 
the Taking of the Veil. 

The book, which was given 
■ io Dr. Francis by his uncle, the 
late Sir William Osier Is set up ■ 
according to the old Venetian 
style. It is believed to have 
been written in Northern Italy, 
long famous for the beauty of 
illustration of religious texU, 
sometimes during the seven- 
(ccnth or elghtheenth centttries.ii'.» 



In liis annual report to Hia 
Excellency the Earl of Athlone, 
Governor-General of Canada 
and .visitor at McGill Univer- 
sity, Dr. F. Cyril James, princi- 
pal and vice-chancellor, stated 
that the university has succeed- 
ed in balancing its budget dur- 
ing c.icli of the last four, fiscal 
years and is today in a stronger 
financial position' than at any. 
time ill n generation. 

In tiiis report, particular at- 
tention, is directed to the prob- 
lem created by war-time condi- 
tions and to McGill's great con-. 
Iributions to the war effort.' 
The report released today, cov- 
ers the activities of the univer- 
sity during the past academic 
session which was the 122 since 
the foundation of the university. 

Dealing with the financial re- 
sults of the year. Dr. James points 
out: "The statements which arc re- 
produced in this report show that 
the financial position of the unir 
versify has been as well maintained 
as the fabric. of its buildings. The 
total revenue for the past fscal 
year exceeds the expenditure by 
$91,805, after allowance has been 
made for special non-recurrhig ex- 
penditure in connection with the 
Allan Memorial Institute, Douglas 
Hall and the Department of Phy- 
siology. It should, however, be 
pointed out that the aggregate sal- 
aries paid by the university in nor- 
mal thnes to those members of the 
staff who are now on active service 
exceed $100,000 per annum, so that 
the Board of Governors has appro- 
priated the whole of this $01,805 as 
a reserve for the payment of such 
salaries when these men and wo- 
men return to academic life. Such' 
provision is .essential if we are to> 
avoid budgctary 'deflcits during thé 
Immediate post-war years, since the 
individuals in question will not all 
return at the beginning of an aca- 
demic session. They may return- 
to teaching duties at a time when 
no budjgctary appropriation exists 
to cover their salaries, and the 
newly-created fund Is designed to 
meet such contingencies.

Stronger Financial Position ' 

•it Is perhaps worthy of com- 
ment that the university has suc- 
ceeded In balancing Its budget dur- 
ing each of the last four fiscal years, 
and Is today. in a stronger financial 
position than at any time In a gen- 
eration. Fromcl907,4to 1630 deficits 
were endemicriHeK being only two 
years In that whole i^erlod whsn 
the annual revenues equalled the 
aggregate expenses. To some ex- 
tent the present happier situation 
is due to the fact, already mention- 
ed, that aggregate wage and salary 
payments have been reduced as a 
result of the fact that many of those 
members of the staff who are on 
acUve service have not- been re- 
placed, but there are also more con- 
structive developments in the re- 
cent past which give ground for, 
the hope that our present financial 
soundness may continue into tfa« 
post-war period.

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Annual Report 

In the annual report of McGill Univer- 
eity for the past session, Principal James 
discussed the problems created by wartime 
conditions, and the contribution which the 
university was making to the war effort. 

He referred to the present system of 
military training in the following terms: 
"Although there is no student feeling 
against the idea of military training 
(which in fact evoked an enthusiastic re- 
sponse from the students during the early 
years of the war) it must be confessed 
that there is a growing resentment against 
the monotony of the present syllabus and 
against the attitude of the army authori- 
ties toward the whole scheme." 

The attitude of the student body has 
not been occasioned by the monotony of 
the training, but rather by the fact that 
such training serves no apparent purpose 
at the present time. It is a recognized fact 
that any type of military training, if in- 
dulged in over a long period, will become 
boring; and the student body is willing to 
^Buffer the monotony, if it can see the 
purpose underlying the training. 

At the beginning of the war, there was 
a constant threat of invasion, and the stu- 
dent body was told that they were to be 
part of a semi-trained. security force which 
would be available to repel Jap or German 
invasion. This sounded reasonable, al- 
though they were inclined to think that 
their training would avail them little 
when faced by an enemy. The seeds of 
discipline, which is more important than 
formal training, had beèn planted, how- 
ever, and had the university student been 
faced' with a crisis, we are sure that ho 
would have acquitted himself well. 

The invasion threat is now past, and 
since the student receives no credit from 
the army authorities for his training, he is 
inclined to "debunk" the' wholo'fscheme. 
With the present regulations for commis- 
sioning only overseas soldiers, even the 
technically trained students do not know 
what their position upon graduation will 
be. Although the great majority have sig- 
nified their intention of joining the ser- 
vices with the Wartime Bureau of Tech- 
nical Personnel, the services do not seem 
too happy about accepting them, in spite 
of at least four years ortechnical training. 
There is no definite official information on 
the subject, and if the student is to plan 
his future a few months ahèad, hë 'should 
. receive some information soon. 

The non-technical student may at least 
be permitted to enter the Air Force for 
air crew training, and perhaps the Navy 
will accept him as an administrative of- 
fiçer, but as far as the Army is concerned, 
he is at a loss. His condition, howèver, is 
better than that of the technical student, 
who, being governed by the Bureau, is not 
permitted to eoter apy branches of the 
service, but only those in which his tech- 
nical training will be of advantage. 

A statiement of the requirenaents upon 
university graduates of the services and 
of industry for the coming year would 
benefit to the peace of mind of all graduat- 
ing students, and would bé an indication 
of the best course of action for those stu- 
dents who are in their junior year. 



The Daily Interviews: 

A Student of Praha

Four years ago he was just one among the 
eleven thousand students at the greet Czecho- 
slovalcian University of Praha; today, a student 
pilot in the R.A.F., he has a stoiy to tell of 
breath-taking escapes from death that not even 
the most fantasUc Hollywood script would 
attempt to copy. Yet It Is a story which A.C.S. 
tells simply and without sensationalism, and as 
he talks you can see that he is almost reliving 
those four years of drama. And you can tell 
by the shining of his eyes and the triumph of 
his gmllc that It is only because be has been 
close to death so many times that he can now 
laugh at the tyrant and its threats. ' 

He had only a year and a half to go before 
completing his .studies in medicine, when the 
Nazis swept down upon the University build- 
ings on that first fateful November 17th. Like 
all bl5 colleagues who were lucky enough to 
escape the tragic massacre, A.C.S. now sought 
only one thing. Flight to France or England 
. . . anywhere, where be could Join actively in 
the fight 

But Praha (or Prague as it Is known in the 
western world) was In the Nozl-occupled state 
of Bohemia, and his only means of escape lay 
in the successful crossing of the strongly- 
guarded border into the less-officlally occupied 
state of Slovalda, and thence into neutral 
Hungary. It was a long, dangerous and cir- 
cuitous route . . . but it was the only one. 

A.C.S. searched in the pocket of his R.A.F. 
uniform for his pipe. He lit it as he began his 
story. 

"It was in crossing the border from Bo- 
hemia-Moravia into Slovakia that I was caught 
and escaped for the first time. The Nazis had 
begun rounding up all the students that had 
escaped their purge and were transporting 
them to labor camps In Germany. I left Praha 
by train with luggage and plenty of money, 
but without papers. On the train I made 
friends with a German officer, whom all the 
other Czech passengers had passively ignored. 
I found out his interest quickly. It was women. 
And when he discovered that I knew all the 
night clubs in Bratislava, he was almost ready 
to betray the Third Reich in return for my 
friendship. But he still couldn't help me across 
the border without papers. However he offer- 
ed to take my luggage for me, and we ar- 
ranged to meet the following day in the Slov- 
akian capital. I got 6U the train Just before 
the border, and stayed at a farm house for a 
day while I scouted around. ^The following 
night I succeeded in crossing Into Slovakia by 
the aid of a forest, a compass and the most de- 
tailed map of the country the Germans had left 
unconfiscated, which was a map ot Europe.' 
On the Slovakian outskirts of the forest, I 
walked into a' German i>atrol and I thought 
that was the end. But 'when they sent only onp 
of thoir number to escort me back to the border 
station, I saw my chance. The guard ended 
up in the ditch on one side of the road, and I 
fled into the forest on the other. 

"The following day when . I arrived in 
Bratislava, I foundjny-^Iuggag»:at::;ttie station, 
together with;a^npte:from tho Germax officer 
telling me where' *î could "gët^ln -touch wlUi 
him and apologlxing for the stale:fl<:my lug- 
gage. The border guards had apparently In- 
sisted upon Inspecting it. "fp 

"But even, in Bratislava the French consul 
couldn't help me. And still wilhoûrpapers I 
had to conUnue on to Hungary.-'.<^ô«ing the 
Hungarian border also presented difficulties. 

"I set out with another student of Prague 
whom I bad met at Bratislava and together we 
made a ten mile wood hike across the border. 
We ended up in a cattle shed, kindly conducted 
thither by a helping Hungarian farmer. 



"The next day we arrived in Budarpest, but 
still my troubles were not over. 

"Hungary, was very pro-Nazi, and the Buda< 
pest ' authorities were continually searching 
houses for the many Czech and Polish students 
whom they knew were hiding in the city, 
During the three weeks I stayed in Budapest, 
I spent nearly all my time on thé streets. It 
was only there that I felt safe. I met many 
other students. At the hoiise where I stayed, 
lived two other students from Praha. Wc were 
all trying to get French passports, but It was 
very difficult. The French legation was guard 
cd unofficially by a city policeman who 
walked up and down In front of it at regular 
minute intervals. One day another of the stu 
dents and I watched the door of the Legation 
from the. window of a cafe opposite it for a 
long time. We counted the seconds between 
the policeman's passing of the door, and finally 
decided to make a dash for it,' We succeeded 
in reaching the door Just as the policeman 
swung around and shouted. Fortunately the 
door was open and we were safe for tbe mo 
ment on French territory. 

"But even here the French consul could not 
give us passports. Our only hope now was to

continue on to anti-Nazt Yugoslavia, and every 
moment wo stayed in Budapest, we were In 
danger. I got what directions I could and the 
names of saie places where I could stay as far 
as the border and started out The longer 
remained in Budapest the more discouraging 
the rumors of the captures of Czechs bécame, 
Apparently, the Hungarians for want of space, 
were tulng the dungeons ot their old historic 
castlci as cells for those who had entered the 
country illegally. Two days after I left Buda- 
pest, I heard that the very place where I had 
found refuge there had been raided. My two 
friends were taken. One ot them had been 
unable to come with me because his only pair 
of shoes were being repaired at the shoemakers, 
and when the Hungarian police raided the 
house they took him as he was . . . without 
his shoes. 

"Fortunately at the border an opportunity 
came to Join a party ot ten who were being 
conducted , through the woods into Yugoslavia 
on a certain night.' 

"It was a lovely winter night. The moon 
was shining down on the snow as the ten of 
us walked camouflaged with sheets through the 
trees. We had been .walking for about two 
hours when suddenly in thé stillness a shot 
rang out, not more than .two hundred yards

Music Notes . 



Last Tuesday Montreal's Little Symphony 
gave final and convincing proof that chamber 
music is not necessarily old-fashioned. The old- 
est composer represented on the evening's pro- 
gramme was Tschalkowsky. and three ot the 
five selections bore a date alter 1900, yet the 
orchestra, limited on this occasion solely to 
the strings sections, gave a performance which 
was all the more interesting because it includ- 
ed none of the more conventional "old 'mas- 
ters". 

The music represented composers of four 
nations, and two of the pieces played were 
heard for the first time in the city— Sibelius' 
"Rakastava" Suite and the Concertiho Pastor- 
ale by John Ireland. The latter was composed 
as late as 1930, and it Is not certain whether it 
has ever been heard on this continent before. 
It is real English music, and formed an excit- 
ing contrast to the other selections, which all 
In their 'own way bore the marks of their 
origin in various European countries. 

Guillaume Lekeu's Adagio was well man- 
aged by the orchesUra, and Mr. Naylor succeed- 
ed in interpreting the shadings in Intensity of 
expression which give the piece Interest; but 
it lost in comparison with the preceding Ire- 
land seleetlon-, and with the Serenade for 
Strings (Tschalkowsky) which concluded the 
program. The Serenade was undoubtedly the 
best-Ioiown of the works rendered, and show- 
ed up extremely satisfactorily in Its treatment 
by a string ensemble. It Is probable that many 
of this composer's lighter works would be con- 
siderably improved In a similar rendition.

behind ui. AU those who had . been trained in 
battle tactics Immediately fell to the ground. 
But two others and xaysM started to run. Soon 
the whole forest was filled with shooting, but 
t kept on running and running until I couldn't 
run another step. How far I bad travelled I 
had no means of knowing. Nor did I know 
what country I was in. But I kept going. At 
teven the next morning I found refuge in a 
farm house on Yugoslavian soil, and discovered 
that 1 had travelled some thirty-Jive miles 
since ten o'clock the night before and that I 
must have crossed and recrossed the border in 
« zlg'Zag fashion several times \t'lthout know* 
ing it. 

"In Yugoslavia I found the guards very 
friendly . . . and al last I knew I was safe for 
awhile. In Yugoslavia I was able to got the 
necessary FYench visa, and the only thing that 
still remained was the getting to France. It 
was still a long trip. I went through Greece, 
and Turkey to North Africa where, I arrived 
before Rommel had started his ill-fated drive 
on Egj-pt. And at last In March 1040, I reached 
France. I immediately, wanted to fly with the 
SVench'^air force, but W flying knowledge had 



come from playing around with a sports plane 
back in Praha, and so I had to start studying 
again. In June, 1040 1 France collapsed, and 
once more I had to escape. Luckily another of 
my Czech colleagues who was also in the French 
air force and I were able to get a ship at 
Bordeaux. Three days after the fall of France 
we sailed for England." 

In England at last A.C.S. found rest for a 
few months. But the Battle of Britain was 
soon on, and every capable man was needed. 
Once again A.C.S. tried the Air Force, but 
when the authorities discovered that he knew 
a little medicine, he was turned into a medical 
orderly. 

"I don't think the English people realized 
how dangerous their situation was then, and 
that was fortunate," he said. 

At last after the crisis was over, ACS. was 

once more able to start his pilot studying. He 
had improved his English greatly in the mean- 
time. But he still had to travel. He was sent 
to Canada to take the course. And yet his 
story of escapes doesn't end there. Out west 
while taking flying lessons the plane he was in 
crashed. His instructor and friend, who was 
the only other occupant of the plane was 
killed, and A.C.S. after months in the hospital 
came out nicely patched together, and still as 
eager as ever to fly in the war against the 
Axis. "When he was leaving the hospital, the

McGill Finances Reported 
Strong

"The aggregate endowments of 
the university have grown some- 
what and as a result of the work of 
the Investment Committee of the 
Board of Governors as well as that 
of James Ecoles, ■ the Investment 
manager, the average return on the 
securities in which most of those 
endowments are invested has risen 
from 3.86 per cent, in 1036 to 4.24 
per cent, at the present time. 

The steady development of the 
McGill Associates gives promise of 
continuing annual contributions of 
some $20,000 to the general re- 
venues of the university, and there 
Is reason to hope that this figure 
may increase with the passage of 
time, while the annual grants from 
the Province of Quebec have risen 
substantially during the past four 
years. 

"Even though the aggregate of 
the two Items last nAntioned com- 
prises no more than $300,000 out of 
total revenues amounting to 52,- 
315,562 during the past fiscal year, 
it must be remembered that this 
$300,000 Is enough to decide whether 
there shall be a surplus or a deficit. 
If the contributions of the Provin- 
cial Government and the associates 
had not been forthcoming during 
the past four years, the attempt to 
maintalil a balanced budget would 
have necessitated an unpleasant, 
even dangerous, contraction in the 
work of McGill University." 

The aggregate of benefactions, 
Including those received by Mac- 
donald College, amounted to $820,- 
920 during the past session. Dr. 
James said. Outlbiing tome of 
theses benefactions, he pointed out 
that the sum of $12,000 was re- 
ceived as a terminal grant to finance 
the rural adult education progrom; 
several special grants were made 
by the Rockfeller Foundation to 
aid in particular projects of scien- 
tific research and some $62,823 was 
made available by the National 
Research Council. The Kèllogg 



Foundation made grants amount- 
ing to $10,000 for the establish- 
ment of loan and scholarship funds 
in medicine, dentistry and gradu- 
ate nursing, and a similar student 
aid fund of $5,000 was received 
from the Dominion Government 
for use in the assistance of those 
British students who were not for- 
tunate enuogh to reside in a pro- 
vince that had expressed its de- 
sire to participate in the Domin- 
ion-provincial scholarships and bur- 
sary scheme already mentioned. A 
further sum of $0,350 was received 
from the Dominion Government to 
defray the costs of acceleration in 
medicine and dentistry, as well as 
$3,174 for the courses on personnel 
management that were constituted 
at its request, while the School of 
Commerce benefitted from the an- 
nual Bronfman donation announced 
in the report for last session. 
Other Benefactions Listed 

He continued "Benefactions that 
augment the capital funds and 
equipment of the university include 
the gift of McLennan Hall by Miss 
Isabella McLennan, as well as the 
donation of Purvis Hall and a 
principal's residence by J. W. Mc 
Connell. Nearly thirty thousand 
dollars was received from the estate 
of the late Sir Charles Lindsay, and 
$9.000 from an anonymous donor 
for the nutrition division of the 
Medical Clinic. Mrs. H. A. Springlc 
gave $7,000 in memory of her bus- 
band, the late Hobart A. Springle, 
to finance research investigation in 
the Neurosurgery, while a list of 
benefactors whose manes are re- 
corded on Page 80 provided the fur- 
ther sum of $3,850 for the School of 
Graduate Nurses. 

"Any attempt to select particular 
items from the long list of gift& is 
difficult, since each item represents 
a personal interest on the part of 
the benefactor as well as a financial 
aid to the university. A contribu- 
tion from Stephen Leacock is yet 
another link with one who holds a 
high place in the affections of 
thousands of graduates. A letter 
from a young graduate on active 
service who sends a small contri- 
bution to the library or one from 
the uncle of a recent graduate who 
wishes to express in tangible form 
his appreciation of the education 
she had, received at McGill, have a 
tonic eUect on all those who sec 
them. 

"They are a new evidence of the 
fact that this university lives in 
the hearts of men and women all 
over the world, a new, inspiration 
to members of the teaching staff 
who realize that the torch which 
they have handed on still bums 
brightly. And, as we look at the 
list again, who would attempt to 
measure the ultimate value to man- 
kind of 'an anonymous donation of 
$45 toward the fees of a student?'

Still Cosmopolitan 

The report shows that McGill has 
mabilained its place as a cosmo- 
politan university despite the war. 
The number of students from for- 
eign countries last session was 443. 

A serious residence situation has 
arisen at the university. The tak- 
ing over of Douglas Hall by the 
Army displaced some 125 students. 
Proper boarding house accommoda- 
tion is difficult to find. Dr. James 
pointing out in this regard: "Many 
of the boarding houses are now fill- 
ed with munition workers, and

In begbining his address, Quentia 
Reynolds observed that his last as- 
sociation with a large gathering of 
Canadians had been, to use his own 
words, "a less happy one." It had 
been on the blood-soaked beaches 
of Dieppe. "But Salerno was just 
as tough as Dieppe!" he later In- 
formed The Gazette. "Dieppe lasted 
three days, Salerno took ten. And 
what lousy air cover we had!" He 
also described how ho and two 
high officers had been standing on 
the deck of the flagship of the Am- 
erican fleet as it approached the 
shores of Italy when they were 
dive-bombed by a German Focke- 
Wulf, the first time they had seen 
that type of plane used (or dive- 
bombing purposes. All three men 
were knocked off their feet, but 
while the other two were very 
seriously wounded, Reynolds suf- 
fered only to the extent that he 
"lost the inlay of a tooth." 

This brilliant correspondent, who 
has seen war first hand on battle- 
fields from FrancCito Russia, from 



Africa to Italy, made no attempt to 
disguise his contempt for those ra- 
dio eommehtators in the U.S. who 

choose to bo correspondents first 
and Americans second. He referred 
to the Patton incident which news- 
papermen on the scene in North 
Africa had agreed to withhold 
from the public in the interests of 
the Allied cause, but which Drew 
Pearson had broken on a Sunday 
night radio broadcast. "In London," 
Mr. Reynolds told The Gazette, "wc 
used to call the radio commentators 
the Club of Little Men Who Weren't 
There." But he pointed out that this 
didn't include all radio reporters, 
and praised the great work of men 
like Edward R. Murrow and Ray- 
mond Gram Swing.

Lt. Bateman, a member 
of the original Eagle Squadron of 
the R.A.F., whom Reynolds descrlb- 
ed as one man who "beat the low

The addition of Dominion-Pro- 
vincial bursaries has filled a real 
need, it was reported. Much stu- 
dent aid Is now given through these 
and other awards. Exclusive of 
student loans, more than 400 Mc- 
Gill students benefited from schol- 
arships, fellowships and bursaries 
during the past session. Among the 
undergraduates ISO students receiv- 
ed McGill awards toUllIng $23,580, 
while 176 received from the Gov- 
ernment or other sources an aggre- 
gate amount of $43,360. In addiUon, 
83 graduate students at the univer- 
sity received financial assistance 
amounting to $59,095, while 11 grad- 
uates of McGill received awards 
toUUing $11,35 to enable them to 
continue their work at other insti- 
tutions.

on paper, the inqiiring message that 




unanimous in their praise for Brit- 
ish planes, as they agreed that "the 
Americans have nothing like a Spit 
9." In general the Russian fighter 
planes are not up to the standards 
of the British and US. craft, they 
said, but at present many Spitfires 
were being Luftwaffe. 

RiL'sia, Mr. Reynolds told his 
audience, is hard to understand, 
much easier to believe in. One 
thing, however, was clear to him 
during, his stay , in that counb^, 
that the Russian people hate the 
Germans with a tremendous, un- 
compromising hate. And he de- 
scribed many of the barbaric atro- 
cities perpetrated by the Germans 
which had inspired that hate.
